And  so  we  go 

When  rhe  Tech  campus  was  purchased  by 
rhe  federal  government,  ir  was  nor 
meant  ro  be  a  high  school.  Abraham  Lincoln 
approved  rhe  $35,000  purchase  July  1 1,  1862, 
for  an  arsenal  for  Civil  War  marerial.  The  Arsenal 
(completed  in  1865)  was  used  ro  srore  heavy 
artillery,  lighter  arms,  and  a  limited  amound  of 
ammunition.  More  than  100,000  rifles  were 
once  stacked  in  the  storehouse. 

The  seven-story  tower  looked  over  a  drive- 
way where  horse-drawn  vehicles  entered  to 
unload.  A  hand-powered  elevator  lifted  rhe 
crares  ro  upper  floors.  Knapsacks  were  man- 
ufacrured  in  rhe  shops  and  artillery  buildings. 

On  April  13,  1903,  rhe  cannon  was  fired  for 
rhe  lasr  rime,  and  on  arts  and  rrades  school 
under  rhe  supervision  of  rhe  Winona  Agriculrural 
and  Technical  Insrirure  began.  Afrer  a  variery  of 
uses  for  rhe  grounds,  IPS  rook  over  rhe  school  in 
1912  because  of  rhe  crowding  ar  Manual  and 
Shorrridge.  Principal  Milo  Sruarr  began  rhe  tra- 
dirion  of  excellenr  educarion  now  raken  for 
granred  ar  Arsenal  Technical  High  School.  Wirh 
rhe  Indiana  Supreme  Court's  ruling  in  1916, 
Tech  conrinued  its  75  years  of  educarion  ex- 
cellence. 

Although  Stuart  was  built  in  1939,  it  has  been  re- 
modeled several  times  over  rhe  years,  the  latest 
being  rhe  magner  programs'  laboratories.
